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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and 
using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 2, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The claims describe winding the cover 
sheet back into a roll after applying the radiation-curable coating and before applying the adhesive 
which is not enabled by the disclosure. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, and 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claims describe a rolling step which would require the presence of a release film. 

Claims 2, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The claims describe rolling the cover film after applying the radiation-curable coating but 
before applying the adhesive which does not make sense. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in 
the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent 
by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and was 
published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 6, 7, 9, 10, 12-14, and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by US 2003/0081537. 

The reference discloses an optical recording medium having a transparent cover sheet 
thereon which is applied via an adhesive and has a hard coat on the outer surface thereof. See col. 9, 
Example 1, and claim 12. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 6,7,9,10, 12-14 and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over US 2003/0081537. 

The reference discloses the medium described in the above rejection. It is recognized that 
the reference does not disclose the method steps claimed. However, as the claims are directed to an 
article, the method steps are not given patentable weight absent the presence of unexpected results. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 8, and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
